A concordat is an agreement 
between the Holy See and some 
secular government, between 
Church and State, for the regu- 
lation and practice of religion 
in that State. From time to 
time the Church has found it to 
be necessary for practical pur- 
poses to have an understanding 
with the State regarding the 
exercise of religion. The 
Church has been constituted to 
work for the salvation of souls. 
To her, Almighty God who gave 
this mission, has entrusted 
powers in proportion to the duty 
imposed. The State, too, has its 
mission and its corresponding 
faculties. But, as in the human 
person, there is contention of the 
lower nature against the higher 
so in that system where social 
and religious elements enter, the 
forces that make for this world 
array themselves against the 
spiritual.

The Methodist Episcopal church raised during the 
year 1916, $2,967,000 for F’orefgn Missions. The Meth- 
odists are planing now for the celebration of)a “Cen- 
tury of Methodists Missions.” The centenary will be 
observed during 1918,\but one hundred representative 
Methodist laymen will soon be called together to form- 
ulate plans for the entire celebration, and especially 
for the financial side. 


Last year gifts to the Presbyterian church in this 
country amounted to $28,120,000 which is more than 
$13.00 per member. The Presbyterians now number 
about 1,500,000 members, and they estimate that it 
cost $20,101,000 to maintain their churches during 
1916. 


The “Men and Religion” movement of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ, which is waging a campaign for 
$6,300,000 for missions and education, reports pledges 
to date of $3,150,000 in addition to $1,000,000 pledged 
by’a gentleman of Kansas City, Mo., on condition that 
the churches raise $5,300,000. Zeal for the propaga- 
tion of the Gospel by these people is worthy of emula- 
tion. Efforts are being made to sectre signers to life 
duty, in which a pledge is made to devote one’s life 
to some form of Christian sefvice. In the state of 
Illinois 735 cards were signed, and thirty persons 
volunteered to become missionaries in the foreign 
field. 


Bishop Lawrence, of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, assumed the task last year of raising $5,000,- 
000 by March 1, 1917, and he assured the delegates to 
the recent convention of that denomination that he 
would accomplish the huge task. From October last 
to March next, he said he would have to gather in 
$15,000 a day, but that he had no fears of failure. 

The $5,000,000 are to constitute a pension fund 
for superannuated ministers, and for the widows and 
orphans of preachers. Hach retired minister will re- 
ceive $600 a year until death. After the $5,000,000 
will have been raised, each diocese will add thereto an 
amount equal to seven and a half per cent of the 

s salaries.

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THAT IS A VOCATION? —

Vi. A VOCATION COMPLETED. 


A vocation may be said to be completed when the candidate is ac- 
cepted by the proper ecclesiastical or religious authority. Without the 
approval of the bishop or of the religious superior no postulant is ad- 
mitted into the ranks of the clergy or into a religious order. 

The statement of Canon Joseph Lahitton that, “no one ever has any 
right to ordination before the free choice of the bishop,” was quoted with 
praise by the Commission of Cardinals and approved by the Holy See! 

Religious superiors, too, must consult the good of the Church and of 
their Order in admitting a new applicant. “Those who belong to a Re- 
ligious Order,” says Father Vermeersch, “not only follow the evangelical 
counsels for themselves, but are accepted by the Church, more or less 
officially, to represent in religious society the practice of the rules of per- 
fection, and to offer it to God as a part of public worship.” 

The question, as he suggests, which the ordinary of a diocese or the 
superior of a religious community should propose to himself. may be thus 
stated: “Considering the general interest of the Order of the diocese, is 
it right that I should accept this or that candidate?” 

In the same connection a difficulty is likéwise solved which may 
readily occur to the mind of the reader. “How,” he may ask, “shall we 
explain the fact that a person may, according to his own best knowledge, 
have a vocation for the priesthood or the religious life, and yet may not 
be accepted into the ranks of the clergy or religious? Has he deceived 
himself in making his application?” _ 

We need not at all think so. Thus it miay truly have been the Divine 
Wish that he should bring the great offering of himself to Almighty God 
by determining to lead a life consecrated to Him by the vows of religion. 
In taking this resolution there may have been no deception whatsoever. 
It may have been entirely the prompting of grace, and yet Divine Provi- 
dence may have desired no more than this resolution aloné. Like the 
sacrifice asked of Abraham, it was to be a holocaust offered in the will 
only, but God has destined for it a reward exceedingly great. 

Upow the future life of the Great Patriarch God’s blessing rested 
bountifully, and the same is true of many who offered themselves to God, 
though through no fault of their own they were debarred from the reali- 
zation of their desire. 

The parents of the “Little Flower” had both attempted to enter the 
religious life. But monastery wall and convent gate remained closed to 
them. In each case superiors judged that there was no vocation. or that 
at all events they should not be admitted at the time of their application. 
God had been Well pleased with their sacrifice. He now continued to 
shower them with new blessings. At length these two highly-favored 
souls were brought together, and linked with one another in the Sacra- 
ment of Holy Matrimony. ; 

Their one desire in entering upon this state was that they might be 
made the parents of many children, who would all consecrate themselves 
to the Divine service. Their wishes and ardent prayers were bounteously 
answered. Of nine children whom God granted them. four went to 
Heaven in babyhood, with the dews of Holy Baptism still fresh upon their 
souls. The other five were all to be espoused to Christ in the religious 
life. Could parents know a higher happiness! 

Yet though God had set upon the heads of this truly Christian father 
and mother a nine-fold crown, bright with the luster of countless jewels, 
they did not forget that in itself the religious state was to be esteemed 
even more highly, with its practice of the evangelical counsels and its 
fatherhood and motherhood of souls. The desires ofthe parents were to 
be fulfilled in their children and God was to be glorified in all. 

Be it said in coriclusion, that room will not be wanting for a fitting 
candidate. Great is the need of priests in many of our dioceses and in the 
mission field; great, too, is the demand for religious everywhere. Many 
are the bishops eager to receive a zealous and promising student, and 
many are the religious vocations of every kind offering opportunities for 
almost every variety of talent and ability, whether in the highest intel- 
lectual pursuits or in the simplest manual tasks. For al! alike there is 
reserved, if faithful to their sublime vocation. an unspeakable crown of 
glory in the life to come and the hundred-fold promised them here below.
